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DETAE^ED ACTION 

Claim RejecHons - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 3 7 1 © of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Val et al. 
The reference to Val shows all of the claimed structural features of the invention. For example, 
FIG. 10 of Val shows a semiconductor device with two faces having an insulating coating (33), 
covering one face, and a heat sink layer (31) covering the opposite face. 

Val also teaches the use of the same materials as claimed by applicant, such as polyimide 
insulating layers, and a copper heat sink layer. Furthermore, Val also teaches the use of the same 
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dimensions for these layers, as are claimed by applicant. For example, in col. 3, 1. 59-63, Val 
teaches using copper layers with a thickness between 5 and 150 microns, which meets the 
limitations of applicant's claim 4. Val also teaches in col. 3, 1. 5-8 that the insulating polyimide 
coating may be as thin as 0.05 mm which would fall within the range of thicknesses recited by 
applicant in claim 9, 

As also seen in Fig. 10 of Val, the heat sink and protective coating are of equal area, as 
recited in applicant's claim 2. In addition, Val's teaching and the example given for the 
composition of the protective coating would encompass the use of such standard polymer 
materials as SU8.
